The  King  is  Dead:  Long  Live  the  Queen

The  King  is  dead:  Lons  live  the  Queen.   These  words 
were  echoed  throughout  the  British  Commonwealth  of 
Nations  on  the  morning  of  February  sixth.   In  one  breath 
the  world  was  mourning  a  d.-;ad  King  and  lauding  a  new 
Queen,   King  George  VI  had  passed  away  quietly  in  his  sleep 
and  the  moment  his  heart  beat  its  last.  Princess  Zllizabeth 
became  "'ueen  of  England,  E 

George  VI  the  second  son  of  King  George  V  came  to 
the  throne  after  the  brief  reign  of  his  elder  brother 
Edward  Vlll,  and  although  he  had  not  been  trained  for  this 
nosition  he  dedicated  his  life  to  the  duties  of  his  empire. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  late  Monarch  will  go  down 
in  History  as  George  the  Courageous,  for  indeed  he  was  just 
that-  He  had  . -ot  been  healthy  during  his  early  childhood 
but  ne  overcame  this  weakness  to  become  an  all-round  athlete, 
excelling  in  tennis..   He  had  an  impediment  in  his  speech, 
but  he  worked  very  hard  to  overcome  this  handicap  and 
insisted  upon  giving  effective,  although  halting  speeches. 

The  King  had  been  referred  to  as  a  common  m.-n's  king. 

During  the  war  he  stayed  in  London  and  moved  about  the 

•ity,  enduring  the  blitz  with  his  peorle  and  stayed  with 

them  during  the  darkest;  hours.   He  also  worked  two  evenings 

a  week  in  a  war  fact  ^ry  turning  out  parts  for  R.A.F,  guns. 

Such  is  the  heritage  of  the  New  Queen  and  the  standard 
that  has  been  set  for  her. 

Upon  the  death  of  George  VI  his  elder  daughter  became 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  of  England.   Although  she  has  been 
trained  for  this  position  since  sl^e'^'V^s  a  child,  it  is  a 
tremendous  undertaking  for  a  young  woman  of  twenty-five. 
She  has  proved  well  as  a  wife,  and  mother,  however,  now 
is  certainly  capable  of  being  Queen, 

She  took  an  active  part  in  her  duties  as  Princess  and 
won  the  hearts  of  the  people.   During  the  w?.r  she  w-^s  in 
a  women  drivers  unit  and  is  noiv  the  Colonel  of  her  own 
regiment. 

Queen  Elizabeth  and  her  husband  Philip,  Duke  of  Edin- 
burgh last  fall  completed  a  tour  of  Canada  where  they 
gained  the  heart  of  all  Canadians.   They  were  on  the  first 
part  of  their  journey  to  Australia  and  New  Zeal'^^nd  when 
they  were  halted  by  the  tragic  deoth  of  the  King, 

As  the  last  dirge  for  the  late  King  faded  away,  a 
joyous  cry  of  "Long  Live  the  Queen"  echoed  throughout 
the  world.

Ti^e  3-oung  zian,  viho  is  "slightly 
delicate,  'will  soon  have  poor  health  at  e    job  as  tough  as 
farraing.   '-'ovi/ever,  faruing  is -a  healthful  job  for  the 
heelthy  raan  as  it  is  uostly  out-of-doors  vork. 

-'-s  essential  as  good  health  for  the  young  farmer  is 
sufficient  capitcL  for  hii..  to  start  Vvlth.   \  ithout  a  good 
ferii,  good  stock  end  good  equipiiient  no  one  can  it^ake  a 
success  of  farming.   The  young  man  v^ho  spends  gII  his  money 
buying  a  mediocre  ferm  Vvill  not  likely  go  far.   If  he  cannot 
raise  the  money  to  buy  a  good  farm  his  best  efort  vvould  be 
to  rent  a  frrm  until  he  has  sufficient  ccDit.l. 

Along  "1.  ith  these  assats,  he  must  be  ambitious.   The 
lazy  man,  even  with  the  best  farm  and  equipment,  cannot  do 
■v-ithout  work.   If  he  does  not  vvork  hard  et   the  start  of  his 
ccreer  ho  will  end  up  bankrupt  in  a  few  jT-ears.   Especially 
whan  he  cannot  afford  help,  he  nrust  do  double  duty  and  do  it 
viell. 

In  erring  for  his  buildings,  cjttle  and  machinery,  he 
must  hcve  e  general  knowledge  of  these  skills.   Suildings  on 
L    fcrm  £re  forever  in  need  of  repair  because  of  devests  ting 
effects  of  wind  end  storm.   Carpt-ntry  in  this  caae  ..ould 
save  a  grert  decl  of  money.   Simil;  rily  animals  require  e. 
great  deal  of  f.ttention  and  a  professional  veterinarian  is 
very  costly,   '.'achinery  tlso  gives  trouble  ft  busy  times  and 
r  little  knowledge  of  it  i  ould  seve  time  and  monty.^  -.  _ 

Prob' bly  the  moat  importfnt  requirement  is  the  ebility 
to  get  rlong  \-ith  end  work  vdth  neighbours  and  hired  help. 
T^e  man  who  i-.orks  r  lone  is  usually  the  last  one  done. 
Besides  this,  he  xiisses  the  companionship  of  working  with 
other  men.   Often  extrr.  help  is  net-ded  rnd  ',  nless  you  feci 
free  to  ask  i   neighbour,  help  is  netrly  impossible  to  get. 
'  ith  hired  help  one  must  be  pleasant  e.nd  willing  to  overlook 
a  few  short-comings.   Flelp  is  herd  to  get  end  a  farm-hcnd 
would  sooner  vvork  for  t.  pleasent  boss  then  an  unpleasant  one. 
These  ere  just  r  few  ofthe  essentials  necestety  for  the 
successful  fermer.

Sonf  of  the  Underto-^'  by  "■■■ilson  "'acDcnald' is  a  book  of 
poens  is  which  the  ]-".?in  one  is  the  title  poem. 

'This  is  the  storjr  of  a  poet's  wanderings  about  the  year 
1900.   At  those  tines  money  v;as  hard  to  earn,   "'ilson 
MacDonald  left  his  job  of  scrubbing  bar-room  floors  for  a  trip 
of  hardships  ninrled  -i'-ith  joy„   .--fter  being  signed  to  the  crew 
of  a  horse-boat , -he  tr:-yel]ed  from  Tontrfeal  to  St.  John  by 
freight  train, • havir?  very  little  to  eat.   Three  days  later 
they  were  sailing.   This  horse-boat  v;as  horrible;  one  cannot 
realize  how  bad  it  was.  Ih^nj   of  the  men  were    sick;  food  was 
very  poor,  'living  ouarters  ^vere  worse  than  for  the  horsee', 
'We  would  waken  when  some  rat  along  our  limbs  would  crav/1." 
"Old  vomit,  hard  with  time,  was  caked  upon  the  walls  and 
floor."   These  not  very  Qleasant  quotations  show  under  what 
conditions  the  men  stayed.   The  endurance  of  this  was  made 
a  little  less  horrible  by  the  friendship  of  Bill  McCord. 
After  arriving  in  England  the  author  relates  his  wanderings 
through  the  country,  this  being  the  more  oleasant  part  of  the 
poem.   Here  13  the  description  of  one  little  tovm 

'I  have  not  found  a  sh^-er  place 

Than  this  cathedral  town. 

She  somietimes  dares  the  hills  around; 

And  then  comes  quickly  dov:n. 

And  you  rrust  guess  h;.r  lively  form 

Through  her  ancestral  gown.'" 
Fredominatin.?  throughout  is  the  hardship  of  a  poet  to  get 
work  and  money.   The  other  poem.s  in  the  book  are  descriptive, 
such  as  '"voe  Born  Beauty.''   This  is  a  lovely  poem  telline  of 
the  beauty  of  nature.   ''Silv'er  birches  flamed  across  this 
wood." 

In  his  T^rriting  V'ilson  I:ac Donald  shows  his  belief  in  God. 
He  has  a  faith  which,  thougli  vronierful.  sometimes  falters. 
He  is  not  a  man  of  quick  temper.   He  i --  one  who  loves  the 
country  and  country  towns  ovor  the  rush  and  business  of  a 
large  city. 

I  think  -anyone  intercrtcd  in  po-=itry  would  like  this  book. 
Although  the  first  poem  is  a  little  p:ruesome,  it  shov/s  the 
hardships?  a  poet  must  endure.   One  cannot  believe  men  would 
be  forced  to  live  under  such  conditions.   It  makes  us  thank- 
ful for  what  v;e  have  to-dav.

■'  by  Jean  Samells 

For  this  book  review  I  have  chosen  a  biography  entitled 
The  Little  Princess  by  the  I"arion  Crawford.   The  biography 
book  was  written  by  the  governess  of  the  Princesses  for 
seventeen  years.   U'oon  her  arrival  at  their  residence  the 
two  young  girls  nicked  naraed  her  (Crawfie)  and  she  retains 
'  that  name  to  this  day. 

The  Princesses  have  always  lived  in  London.   It  was  first 
while  they  were  living  on  Piccadilly  Avenue  that  (Crawfie)  came  to 
be   associated  with  the  present  Royal  Family.   At  that  time 
they  had  no  thought,  vjhatever,  that  they  would  come  to  live 
in  Buckingham  Palace.   One  day  they  met  Mrs.  Simoson,  wife- 
to-be  of  the  Duke  of  Windsor,  and  realize'  thrt  their  happy 
home  life  at  one  hundred  and  fortv-five  Piccadilly  would  be 
soon  at  an  end.   David,  Duke  of  ^..^indsor  abdicated  and  :.lbert, 
Duke  of  York  became  King  George  VI, 

After  the  coronation  in  December  of  1937  the"^''  moved  to 
Buckingham  Palace,   The  Klnr   and  Queen  used  to  r)lay  frequently 
with  their  children  while  living  at  Piccadilly,  but  after  the 
coronation  tl^is  xva^  not  a.^  usual  nor  as  frecuent.   The  children 
learned  to  swim,  and  at  an  earlv  are  t'  ev  '-otl^  earned  ^-eir  life- 
saving  certificates. 

vJhen  Princess  Elizabeth  wa'-  thirteen  3/'cars  old-  'he  King, 
Queen,  Marearet  and  Eliza'-^e  h  oaid  a  visit  to  Dartmouth  Naval 

Collepe   Prince  Phili  was  at  the t  time  receiving  his  training 
there.   He  v£s  verv  polite  to  Elizabeth  but  "showed  off"  ^ 
great  deal   \Jhen   the  Royal  Family  was  cruising  out  of  the 
harbour  the  boys  from  tr.e  school  were  allowed  to  follow  a 
little  way  in  their  yachts.   Prince  Philip  did  not  hear  the 
call  to  return  but  still  followed  the  Royal  yacht.   He  finally 
turned  beck. 

Then  in  1939  cc.me  the  war  years   lU  rgaret  and  "Lilibet*' 
(Elizabeth's  nick-name)   joined  the  locd  girl  guides  at 
Birkhull  in  Scotland  near  Aberdeen.   The  princesses  spent 
much  time  at  V/lndsor  Castle.   The  dungeons  in  the  fortress 
provided  shelter  from  air  raids.   At  the  r ge  of  sixteen 
Elizabeth  joined  the  V.A.D.  (Voluntary  Aid^Detachment ) 
working  against  her  father's  wishes,  in  the  poorest  parts 
°\.  ,"o°"  where  she  did  a  wonderfull  job.   She  learned  to  drive 
a  Red  Cross  Wagon. 

The  girls  also  spent  considerable  time  during  the  war 
years  at  Birkhull  where  they  prepared  numerous  plays.   'Crawfie' 
helped  the  two  girls  to  prepare  a  pantomine.   Just  before  the 
lirst  performance  'Lilibet'  looking  rather  pink,  came  to 
'Crawfie'  and  said,   "Vifho  do  you  think  is  coming  to  see  us  act, 
Crawfie?   Philip,"   The  pantomine  went  off  very  well.   From 
then  on  the  two  young  people  began  to  correspond;   even  when 
he  was  abroad  she  continued  to  write.   Rumours  in  the  paper 
started.   About  then  'Lilibet'  was  getting  her  first  grown  up 
clothes.   Prince  Philip  and  Elizabeth  went  to  social  functions, 
but  were  seldom  seen  together.   In  July  I947,  shortly  after 


the  SoiAth  African  tour  'Liiibet'  ?.nd  Philip  were  engaged  and 
they  vere  merricd  in  Koven:ber.   During  th;^t  period  'Crawfie' 
vras  msrrie^;.   Aftei-  'Liij bets'  r.arriaga,  iltrgaret  became   'The 
Princess'   at  the  pal-_-cc,   ^h':\  iJiike  and  Princess  v;ere  given 
Clarence  Hous?  as-their  i-esiclen':e  and  in  N-Dzenber  194^  Prince 
Charles  >'as  torn. 

To  me  the  Roycl  Family  .-^eem  to  bo  very  ordinary  people. 
I  vas  surprised  in  readirr  this  bcolc  "-.e   find  that  the  King 
and  ><^ueen"  ployed  and  rcnpe-1  vi-,.th  th'rir  children  even  until 
Elizabeth's  weddin,::  d;.  y  /  Tne  ^-^v.e'-in  is^pecxtej  as  Margaret 
also  is.
